IT is now history 
that, well inten- 
tioned or not, the 
lack of support by 
Victorian League 
clubs has seen to it 
that there is little 
or no chance of a 
Victorian State 
“Super League” 
being formed, at 
least in the form 
Proposed current- 
ly? in the near 
future. ~ 

My immediate. reac- 
tion to the proposal to 
form such a league 
being rejected for the 
third time at a VSF 
special general meet- 
ing nearly two weeks 
ago was one of dis- 
appointment and 
disgust. 

Disappointment that 
these clubs didn’t see 
the absolute necessity 
to dramatically alter 
the current composi- 
tion of the State 
League for the short 
term good of our 
much-maligned game. 

And disgust at the 
attitudes projected by 
club delegates, in pri- 
vate of course, 

The Victorian 
League has, made it 
quite clear that, as a 
body, it will not cop 
what it sees as a super- 
ficial attempt to kick 
the code along by 
forming the ‘super 
league’. 

But as the situation 
now stands, the Victo- 
rian League clubs 
might have hammered 
a nail into their own 
competition’s future. 

If, for example, a 
National League 
‘second division’ was 
to be formed (and, 
mark my words, there 
is every chance of this 
happening) the Victo- 
rian League clubs 
would not be invited to 
have any involvement 
and would more than 
likely be left out of 
contention for the ‘big 
time’ forever and a 
day. 

Such is the current 
animosity between the 
waring factions. 

The Victorian 
League can be likened 
to a man pushing his 
wheelbarrow full of 
bricks up a steep hill in 
the hope of building 
his house at the 
summit. 

Such is his de- 
termination that, as he 
is cresting the hill, he 
gives the barrow one 
final thrust and his bar- 
row load careers over 
the top and goes 
crashing down the 
other side. 

The Vic. League 
clubs were determined 
to use their ‘super 
league’ no votes as a 
lever to gain further 
represetnation on the 
VSF Board of Man- 
agement. 

In the long term the 
Vic Leaguers hoped to 
implement long-term 
plans for the complete 
re-structuring of soccer

Very noble senti- 
ments indeed. 

The previous no 
vote on the ‘super 
league’ in April had 
the desired effect and a 
joint meeting between 
VSF heirachy, NSL 
representatives, and 
representatives of 
State League, Victo- 
rian League, Provisio- 
nal League and 
Amateur League clubs 
to discuss issues of 
reorganisation re- 
sulted. 

Subsequent to that 
meeting the VSF 
Board of Management 
gave certain undertak- 
ings to the VLMC that 
issues discussed at that 
meeting would be 
further considered. 


VLMC chairman 
Joe Dockerty even 
gave an impassioned 
speech to club mem- 
bers before the special 
general meeting two 
weeks ago, pointing 
out that progress had 
been made and that 
those undertakings 
had been made. 

Despite compelling 
evidence suggesting 
that the Victorian 
League was being 
heard loud and clear 
this, apparently, was 
not sufficient to sway 
their judgement. 

The ‘super league’, 
surely a priority mat- 
ter, was given the 
thumbs down once 
again. 

But this time the re- 
percussions are unlike- 
ly to favour the stub- 
born Victorian League 
clubs. 

Even if the NSL 
‘second division’ idea 
doesn’t get off the 
ground there is little 
chance of the Victo- 
rian League getting the 
other bodies back to 
the table for discus- 
sions, as they might 
have continued to do 
so given the mood 
prior to the most re- 
cent special general 
meeting. 

Most of the Victo- 


rian NSL and State 
League clubs are, you 
can be assured, no 
longer receptive to any 
input by the junior 
partner.

The commissioners 
should also have far 
wider decision making 
powers than is allowed 
under the current 
rules. The commis- 
sioners should be 
appointed on a 2 to 3 
year term or negoti- 
able. 

As the foregoing re- 
quires many changes 
to the existing rules, all 
or any agreed amend- 
ments require legal 
drafting. 

As I said, the shame 
of the whole affair 
(aside from the fact 
that the game down 
south is looking sicker 
and sicker as time goes 
by) is that now, given 
the animosity between 
the factions, even if 
the VLMC sub-com- 
mittee has got some 
answers, very few will 
be prepared to listen. 

I think my bottom 
line on the whole mes- 
sy affair is that every- 
one involved in the 
game should start 
tomorrow morning by 
having a bloody good 
long look in the mirror 
and considering just 
what it is they are 
working for.

FANS are leaving 
World Cup match- 
es wondering 
whether they are 
truly getting value 
for money at this 
tournament. 

Tickets which are 
selling for between $20 
and $120 entitle spec- 
tators to a game of 
football, but many of 
them did not expect 
that the game would 
last only 50 minutes. 

That is the average 
clear playing time at 
the matches so far in 
this World Cup. 

A team of statisti- 
cians employed by Ita- 
lian TV have kept the 
stop-watch on the 
games so far and have 
stunned everyone with 
the 50 minute average. 

Mario Frignani of 
RAI, the Italian TV, 
says the stop-watch 
only recorded when 
the ball was in motion. 


Stoppages such as 
throw-ins, goal-kicks 
and free-kicks were 
not included. 

The results show 
that almost 40 minutes 
of the 90-minutes 
game are lost to time- 
wasting of one sort or 
another. 

The lack of playing 
time could possibly be 
even worse if one in- 
cluded the amount of 
back-passing to the 
keeper that has also 
become a feature of 
the modern game.

Gary Lineker had 
given England the boost 
of an early lead, scoring 
after eight minutes, but 
they were unable to 
build on that advantage 
and had to settle for a 
draw in a match marred 
by a high wind and some 
ragged soccer. 

Lineker, leading scor- 
er in the Mexico finals 
four years ago, proved 
he has lost none of his 
predatory instincts. 

Winger Chris Waddle 
provided the opening 
when he dummied to 
create space for a left- 
foot cross from the 
right. Lineker met the 
ball with his chest, on 
the run, and the bounce 
appeared to deceive Ire- 
land goalkeeper Pat 
Bonner as Lineker fol- 
lowed up and forced the 
ball in. 

Ireland had most of 
the early possession but 
were unable to translate 
it into chances during a 
foul riddled and highly 
competitive opening 
period. 

Ireland, facing their 
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first defeat in 14 match- 
es, began showing in- 
creasing signs of de- 


speration and after 65 
minutes manager Jack 
Charlton made his first 
substitution, bringing 
on attacking midfielder 
Alan McLoughlin for 
only his second in- 
ternational appearance 
as replacement for strik- 
er John Aldridge. 

Four minutes later 

Treland continued to 
press hard as the game 
progressed and it 
needed both the speed 
and courage of Des 
Walker to prevent them 
equalising. 

Walker was showing 
outstanding pace and 
reading of the game 
alongside the more 
experienced Terry 
Butcher in the middle of 
the England defence, 
and there was obvious 


concern on the “England, 


bench when he was sent 
crashing into an 
advertising hoarding by 
John Aldridge as he 
shielded the ball out of 
play. 

After lengthy treat- 
ment Walker rejoined 
the game and soon 
afterwards England 
conceded a free-kick 
when Shilton carried the 
ball out of the penalty 
area. 

Townsend played the 
ball short to McGrath, 
but much to England’s 
telief his shot flew wide. 

Winger John Barnes, 
who had been quiet for 
most of the game, burst 
into life with a scien- 
tillating run which en- 
ded only with a last- 
ditch tackle by Mick 
McCarthy as England 


pressed forward. 


England sent on hard 
tackling midfielder 
Steve McMahon in 
place of Peter Beardsley 
‘as a tactical counter to 
McLoughlin’s arrival. 
He moved into midfield 
and Paul Gascoigne 
took up a more adv- 
anced position. 

The switch proved 
costly. Five minutes la- 
ter a mistake by McMa- 
hon provided Ireland 
with an equaliser, the 
midfielder’s misplaced 
pass allowing Kevin 
Sheedy to rifle an 
angled 20-metre shot 
low past Shilton’s left 
hand. 


The goal sparked Ire- 
land to life. McMahon 
was booked for dissent 
and Gascoigne tussled 
with Chris Morris as En- 
gland battled to hang on 
in a disappointing match 
in which neither team 
showed any skills as it 
was mainly “kick and 
tush” football.

Holland struggled for 
almost an hour against 
Egypt before substitute 
Wim Kieft scored 
against the run of play 
to put the Dutch ahead. 

But the slow Dutch 
defence finally crum- 
bled in the 83rd minute 
when the cat-quick 
striker Hossam Hassan 
broke through. 

Ronald Koeman 
appeared to pull him 
down just outside the 
area but the referee 
awarded a penalty and 
Abdel-Ghani cooly shot 
into the corner for 
Egypt's first World Cup 


goal in 56 years. 

Egypt might even 
have won the 
match. 


Dutch goalkeeper 
Hans van Breukelen 
had to make two bril- 
liant goalline saves to 
prevent another major 
‘upset in this World Cup. 

After 50 minutes, he 
dived low to his left to 
push a shot from 
Ahmed el-Kass round 
the post following great 
work on the wing by 
captain Gamal Abdel- 
Hamid. ,- 

The skilful Egyptians, 
playing in their first 
finals for over 50 years, 


wasted another great 
chance when Magbi 
Tolba volleyed over 
from just six metres as a 
cross from Ibrahim Has- 
san found him com- 
pletely unmarked after 
75 minutes. 

Dutch superstars 
Gullit, van Basten and 
Rijkaard were outshone 
by such “unknowns” as 
Hassan, Ahmed El Kas 
and Gamal Abdel 
Hamid as the 6,000 
Egyptian fans in the 
crowd went crazy.

PALERMO — The Republic of Ireland and 


Egypt battled 


a boring scoreless draw on 


Monday to leave Group F as wide open as 
when the tournament opened. 


Ireland dominated 
possession but lacked 
the finishing touches to 
penetrate the defence of 
stubborn Egypt. 

The Group F teams 
each have two points 
from two matches and 
the same goal differ- 
ence. 

Ireland plays Holland 
and England faces 
Egypt on Friday to de- 
cide which countries 
make the second round 
of 16 teams. 

Egypt found Ireland a 
different prospect to 
Holland. 

Their kick and rush 
football never allowed 
the Egyptians to settle 
on the ball, hustling

The Irish approach is 
never classic nor en- 
tertaining, yet it is no- 
thing if not effective and 
their target men, Tony 
Cascarino and John 
Aldridge were causing 
the Egyptian defence 
problems. 

Kevin Sheedy and 
Paul McGrath were get- 
ting balls behind the de- 
fence but with the ex- 
ception of an effort 
which Aldridge scooped 
wide after a Cascarino 
knock-on and Cascar- 
ino's shot straight into 
the arms of Ahmed Sho- 
bier just before half- 
time, they had few di- 
Tect attempts at goal. 

At the other end, the 
big defensive duo of 
Kevin Moran and Mick 


McCarthy coped ably 
with anything thrown at 
them, which was not a 
great deal as Hossam 
Hassan was left to for- 


age on his own up front ~ 


and there was not the 
support from Ahmed 
Abdelaziz that occured 
against the Dutch. 


However, Hassan did 
have one clear break- 
away in the 39th mi- 
nute, only to see the ball 
taken off his toes by 
McCarthy and behind 
for a comer. 


Egypt looked a little 
unbalanced due to the 
two changes coach El 
Gohary made from the 
first game, with Magdi 
Tolba, who came on as 
a second-half substitute 
for captain Gamal 
Adelhamid, retaining 
his place and Ahmed 
Ramzy was replaced by 
Osoma Oraby.
